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John Anthony Brown, Jr., Vice President for Plans and 
Resources at The George Washington University, today was named 
successor to Vice Admiral O. s. Colclough as Dean of Faculties 
at the 143-year-old University. 

Brown's election by the University's Board of Trustees as 
Vice President and Dean of Faculties was reported in a joint 
announcement by Board Chairman Newell W. Ellison and University 
President Thomas H. Carroll. "The new appointment will take 
effect September 1, upon the retirement of Dean Colclough. In 
years of dedicated and distinguished service to the 
university. Admiral Colclough has served as Dean of the Law 
School, Acting President, and Dean of Faculties," they said. 

Vice President Brown came to The George Washington Univer¬ 
sity in early 1963 from Occidental College in Los Angeles, 
where he was vice president. He previously served as assistant 
to the president of Temple University in Philadelphia. 


A graduate of Temple University, Brown pursued graduate 
studies and research at the University of Chicago and Princeton 
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University. He taught political science at Princeton's Woodrow 
Wilson School of International Affairs. He also taught inter¬ 
national law and politics for a number of years at Temple, where 
he became known for his research and writing on the role of the 
press in the Soviet Union's controlled public opinion system. 

For the past several years, he has concentrated his efforts on 
long-range institutional planning. 

In announcing the appointment. President Carroll stated 
that Brown would retain his responsibilities in the area of 
planning, "emphasizing the importance of academic planning as 
the foundation of physical planning and the enlistment of finan¬ 
cial support. Direct responsibility in the area of financial 
support will be assigned to a person whose appointment will be 
announced in the near future." 

"Dr. Brown's new position will involve him in the con¬ 
tinuing program to strengthen the university faculty in all 
areas," Carroll continued. "No university is stronger than 
its faculties," he declared. "Working with and through the 
deans of the schools and colleges of the university. Vice 
President Brown will be responsible for more than 425 full¬ 
time faculty members, 165 research scientists, and a number 
of authorities in the Washington community and elsewhere who 
serve as special instructors and professorial lecturers at 
The George Washington University," Carroll concluded. 
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The Dean-elect stated that "Our university faculty must be 
continually aware of the vast educational resources of the 
Nation's Capital—resources which require higher education 
here to take on a new dimension. We must continue to design 
our academic programs and plan for the future with this concept 
in mind." 

Brown is currently a director of the National Council for 
Nationalities Service and of the Federal Union, Inc., a member 
of the Comprehensive Planning Committee of the Washington 
Planning and Housing Association, a consultant to the Wells 
Committee studying the higher education system of New York 
State, and a member of the Tax Committee of the American 
Council on Education.

Robert G. Dixon, Jr., Professor of Law at The George Washington University, 
has been awarded a grant under the Rockefeller Foundation's Constitutional Democracy 
Program for a year's research on "Apportionment, Districting and Representative 
Government." Dr. Dixon lives at 1621* Oakview Drive in Silver Spring, Maryland. 

Dr. Dixon will be on leave of absence for the academic year 196!*-65, and will 
visit and conduct interviews in selected states where there have been major battles 
concerning state legislative reapportionment or congressional districting. Among 
the states he plans to visit are Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Washington, Califor¬ 
nia, Oklahoma, Georgia, Alabama, Virginia, Maryland and New York. 

The research will include a detailed reappraisal of political theories ©f 
representative government, and ©f the manner of operation ©f interest groups and 
political parties under existing systems of apportionment and districting. 

"There will be a prime focus, of course, on the question ©f constituti©nal 
standards," Dr. Dixon said. "What minimal standards of representativeness, if any, 
can be derived from the Constitution? Are they judicially manageable? Is the 
custernary method ©f court trial—the 'adversary method’—adequate t« ©licit the 
full range of data, and to illuminate the full range of choices, relevant i/> the 
representation struggle?" 

Dr. Dixon said both legal and political science have been caught unprepared 
by the suddenness and magnitude of reapportionment activity following the Supreme 
Court's landmark Tennessee decision. Baker v. Carr, in 1962. 

"Much creative thought is needed both to identify factors relevant to repre¬ 
sentation theory and apportionment practices, and to devise means to increase the 
flow of relevant data to the decision makers, legislative or judicial," Dr, Dixon 


said. 
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A specialist in Constitutional law. Dr. Dixon is the author of several books 
and articles on Constitutional law and American national, state and local government. 
In the past year, he has given papers or speeches at a Notre Dame University Appor¬ 
tionment Conference, at a College of ^'illiam and Mary Legal History Conference, and 
at a Duke University Public Affairs Forum. He also has testified before a U. S. 
Senate Subcommittee on the relevance of the reapportionment struggle to Presidential 
elections, and recently has authored three articles on reapportionment. 

He also has published several articles on civil rights, and is the author of a 
chapter in a forthcoming V'ayne University Press book on civil rights. 

Dr. Dixon is a former professor of political science, having taught at the 
University of Maryland, The American University, and Syracuse University, In L95l~52 
he was a Ford Foundation Faculty Fellow at Stanford University Law School.

The students at The George Washington University voted this week to 
urge campus fraternities and sororities to end all forms of discrimination. 
In a student referendum, the students rejected two proposals which would 
request the University's administration to ban organizations whose national 
charters might have written discriminatory clauses in favor of requiring 
the organizations themselves to take this action. In a record turnout of 
1,955 students, the majority voted in favor of a proposal submitted by the 
Interfraternity Council which states: 

NUMBER 3: All social fraternities, and sororities shall submit the 
following non-discrimination affidavit each year: 

AFFIDAVIT: "The _____ chapter of the _____ fraternity faorority) 
does not in a written or constitutional manner discriminate in 
accepting members on the basis of race, color, national origin, 
or religious creed." 

Any fraternity or sorority whose national constitution contains 
clauses contrary to the affidavit need not submit it, but IFC 
or Panhell will require such fraternities and sororities to take 
constructive steps to end discrimination based on race, color, 
national origin, or religious creed. 

Refusal to sign the affidavit combined with refusal to take 
constructive steps to end such discrimination will cause IFC 
or Panhell to ask GWU to terminate the recognition of the frater¬ 
nity or sorority concerned. 


1,025 voted for the proposition and 917 voted against it. The 
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other proposals on the ballot were defeated by margins of 523 and 324 votes. 
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The issue in the balloting was "really the issue of where 
responsibility should rest in the University-wide effort to remove dis¬ 
criminatory clauses from all recognized student organizations,"according 
to a student spokesman. 

The University administration does not recognize any academic 
or professional organizations which have discriminatory policies. 

Steve Royer, Student Council Advocate and Chairman of the 
elections committee, stated: "The question in this referendum was not the 
issue of discrimination but who should bear the burden of removing any 
existing discriminatory practices. The students decisively upheld President 
Carroll's position that 'the principal burden of this problem should not be 
lifted from the shoulders of the fraternities and sororities. I believe the 
fraternities and sororities will meet the responsibility that the George 
Washington students have placed upon them.'"

As a follow-up to the recent student referendum on The George Washington 
University Campus, the Inter-Fraternity Council adopted the attached by-law out¬ 
lining Drocedures for the removal of any discriminatory practices which may exist 
in the fraternities recognized by the Council! 

MOVED: That the following By-Law be adopted: 

Section One ; All fraternities currently recognized by the George Washington Univer- 
sity and the IFC must file with the IFC, in duplicate, on or before May 1st, 1961*, 
the following: (1) All membership qualifications, quoted from national constitutions 
or local by-laws; (2) A summary of who has the power of chosing membersj (3) A 
statement of whether there are any agreements, written or oral, between the local 
chapter and its national regarding selection of members* The IFC will file one 
cony with the Office of the Dean of Men. 

Section Two ; Any fraternity covered under Section One which has any written provision, 
or agreement of any kind, which Drohibits the admission of any oerson because of 
race, creed, color or national origin must refile the above information on or before 
the first day of fall Registration 196U, and every succeeding year at that time as 
Ions? as it retains recognition as a campus organization. At the same time, frater¬ 
nities covered under this provision must indicate in writing the nature and extent 
of their efforts to eliminate discriminatory practices, whether written or by 
agreement. 

Section Three ; Any fraternity covered under the provisions of Section Two which does 
not indicate by the above statement that it has taken definite action to eliminate 
discriminatory practices will be brought before the Jurisprudence Committee for its 
recommendation* If the fraternity in question has not either (l) proposed that 
discriminatory provisions be dropped from the national practice; or (2) votes 
against discriminatory provisions in the most recent national convention, the 
Jurisprudence Committee must recommend to the IFC that the fraternity in question 
lose its recognition; (3) The fraternities who do not meet all the above require¬ 
ments will automatically go on social probation until they do so. 

Section Four : No local fraternity which, in its by-laws, or upon affiliation with 
any national fraternity, in the national constitution discriminates on the basis of 
race, color, creed or national origin, whether in a written manner or by agreement, 
may be recognized by the IFC.
